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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 





To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


We herewith, in compliance with the laws of the 
state, submit the annual report of county commis- 
sioners, treasurer, superintendent of farm and house 
of correction, clerk of the supreme court, sheriff, jailor, 
solicitor, farm physician, and auditors, for 1899. 

The buildings at the farm were in such condition that 
extensive repairing was an absolute necessity. In the 
main house, nearly twenty-five hundred yards of plaster- 
ing have been relaid. New hard pine floors have been 
put in the halls, men’s hospital, two large dining-rooms, 
and the sewing room. All rooms and halls used for 
the inmates have been wainscoted to the height of 
four feet. A new steel ceiling has been put in the 
parlor, and the ceilings and walls of every room painted 
or whitewashed. 

The much needed repairs in the old part of the 
asylum have been made, entailing a large expense. 
It was found that the long continued free use of water 
badly rotted the timbers, floors, and partitions, thereby 
making it necessary to tear out and practically put in 
new work throughout, also a new system of plumbing. 

A new building 60 x 40, containing twenty-four rooms, 
for the insane, has been erected, furnished, and sup- 
plied with the necessary plumbing and steam heat. 
The main building requires shingling, and all the build- 
ings need to be repainted. 
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At the jail, painting and papering have béen done, 
also it was found necessary to put in a new sewer and 
change in the plumbing. The rooms at the court 
house have been repainted, a new room provided for 
the court, and the heating system overhauled and pipes 
covered with asbestos. 

The cost of maintaining the farm has been $24,- 
569.55, as against $25,629.64 for 1898, a decrease of 
$1,060.09. The cost of supporting the inmates and 
prisoners has been $2.15+ per week. Number of 
weeks’ support furnished, 9,724. As will be noticed, 
the report of farm inventory shows a decrease of 
$1,288.58 from last year. This was largely due to the 
protracted drouth of the past season, which greatly 
reduced the productivéness of the farm. An expense 
which is gradually increasing is the support of the poor 
away from the farm. To a large extent this is due to 
the new law regarding pauper settlements.
